Meeting of Board Rules of Rajasthan Gramin Bank 

1. Short title and commencement. 

i. These rules, may be called the Rajasthan Gramin Bank (Meeting of Board) Rules, 
2006. 

ii. They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the official Gazette . 

2. Definitions 

In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires— 
a- “Act” means the Regional Rural Banks, Act 1976 (21 of 1976). 

b. “Bank” means the “Rajasthan Gramin Bank”. 

c. Words and expressions used herein and not defined but defined in the Act 
have the meanings, respectively, assigned to them in the Act. 

3. Management 

Subject to the provision of RRB Act the general superintendence, direction and 
management of the affairs and business of the Regional Rural Bank shall vest in a Board 
of Directors who may exercise all the powers and discharge all the functions which may 
be exercised or discharged by the Regional Rural Bank. 

4. Meeting of the Board 


The Board shall hold at least six meetings in a year and at least one meeting in every 
quarter. 

I .-The Board of Directors of a Regional Rural Bank shall meet at such time and place 
and shall observe such rules of procedure in regard to the transaction of business at its 
meetings as may be prescribed . 

(2) The Chairman of the Regional Rural Bank shall preside over every meeting of the 
Board, and in his absence, such director as the Chairman may generally or in relation to 
any particular meeting, authorize in this behalf shall preside; and in the absence of both 
the Chairman and the director so authorized, the directors present at the meeting shall 
elect one from among themselves to preside over the meeting. 

Explan ati on:- For the purpose of this sub-section, “absence” from a meeting means non- 
attendance for any reason whatsoever at the meeting, or any part of the meeting during 
which any business is transacted. 

(3) All questions at a meeting of the Board shall be decided by a majority of the votes of 
the directors present and voting; and, in case of equality of votes, the person presiding 

t shall have a second or casting vote.

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(-!) No Director shall, as a director take part in the discussion of or vote on, any contract, 
loan, arrangement or proposal entered into or to be entered into, by or on behalf of the 
Regional Rural Bank, if he is, in any way, whether directly or indirectly interested in the 
contract loan, arrangement, or proposal and, where a director is interested, in any such 
matter, he shall, at the earliest possible opportunity, disclose to the Board the nature of 
his interest in such contract, loan, arrangement or proposal and where he does so, his 
presence at the meeting shall not count for the purpose of forming any quorum at the time 
of any such discussion or vote, and if he does vote, his vote shall be void. 

Provided that nothing contained in this sub-section shall apply to such director by reason 
only of his being:- 


(i) a shareholder ( other than a director ), holding not more than two percent of the 
paid -up capital in any public company within the meaning of the Companies Act, 
1956 or any corporation established by or under any law for the time being in 
force in India or any co opemiive society, with which the Regional Rural Raid, 
has entered into, or proposes to enter into, any contract, loan, arrangement or 
proposal; or 

(ii) a director of the Regional Rural Bank as such. 


5. Convening of meetings 

Meeting of the Board shall be convened by the Chairman. 


6. Venue of the meetings 


The meetings of the Board si

7 . Notice of meeting 


I. (a) The Chairman shall decide the time and place of every meeting of the Board. 

(b) A notice of not less than fifteen days shall ordinarily be given to every director for 
a meeting of the Board and the notice shall be sent to every director at the address 
specified by him in this behalf. 

(c) A list of business proposed to be transacted at the meeting shall be circulated 
aiongwilh the notice. 

(d) No business, other than that for which the meeting was -convened shall be 
transacted at a meeting of the Board except with the consent of the chairman of the 
meeting and a majority of the Directors present unless one week’s notice of such 
business has been given in writing to the chairman. 

II. Where it is necessary to call an urgent meeting of the Board, a notice of not less than 
seven days shall be given to each director. 

8. Special meeting of the Board 

1) The chairman shall call a meeting of the Board after a requisition for that purpose has 
been received by him from not less than four directors. 

•- 2) fhe requisition shall state the purpose for which the meeting is required to be called. 
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3) The meeting shall be called not later than twenty-one days from the date of receipt of 
the requisition. 

9. Quorum for a meeting. 

A quorum for a meeting of the Board shall be one third of the total number of directors 
or four whichever is higher. 

Provided that where by reason of the provision of sub-section (4) of section 14 of the 
RRB Act any director is unable to take part in the discussions, or vote at a meeting of the 
Board, the quorum shall be three. 

10. Adjournment of meeting for want of Quorum. 

If a meeting of the Board could not be held for want of quorum, then the meeting shall 
automatically stand adjourned till the same day in the next week, at the same time and 
place, or if that day which is a public holiday, till the next succeeding day which is not a 
public holiday, at the same time and place: 

Provided that where a director is not present at a meeting adjourned for want of quorum, 
the chairman shall, before the date to which the meeting stands adjourned, send notice to 
the directors that the meeting was not heid on the date for want of quorum. 

11. Vacation of the seat of Directors 

If a Director is absent without leave of the Board for more than three (3) consecutive 
meetings, his seat shall there-upon become vacant. 

12. Business by circulation 

1) A business which is to be transacted by the Board may, if the chairman so directs, be 
referred to directors (other than directors who are absent from India) by circulation of 
papers. 

2 ) Any business circulated under sub-rule (1) and approved by such number of directors 
as are necessary to constitute quorum for a meeting of the Board who have recorded 
their views in writing shall be as effectual and binding as if such business were 
decided by the majority of the directors oresent at a meeting. 

3) A business passed by circulation shall be deemed to be a business passed by the 
Board on the date it was signed by the last signatory to the business. 

4) If a business is circulated, the result of the circulation shall be communicated to ail 
the directors. 

5) All decisions on a question arrived at by circulation of papers shall be placed at the 
next meeting for record 


13. Records of business : 


1) (a) The minutes of the meeting of the Board shall be kept in book (hereinafter 
referred to as the minutes book). 

(b) Every page of the minute book shall be initialed or signed by the chairman or the 
director, as the case may be, who presided at the meeting and last page of the record 
of proceedings of each meeting of such book shall be dated. 
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2) Copies of such minutes shall be forwarded to each director as soon as possible after 
every meeting. 

3) When a business is transacted by circulation of papers, a record of business so 
transacted shall be signed by the chairman and shall be entered in the minutes book. 

j 4) The minutes of each meeting shall be placed before the next meeting for 
confirmation. 

5) The minutes of meetings kept in accordance with the provisions of these rules shall 
be evedence of proceedings recorded therein. 

14 Miscellaneous (Chapter VI of Regional Rural Banks Act 1976) 

i 

Every Director, member of a committee or Auditor, Officer or other employee of a Regional 
j Rural Bank shall, before entering upon his duties make a declaration of fidelity and secrecy 

in the form set out in the schedule to this Act.;
